AN UNEXPLORED CAVE. 

Tha Great Natural Curiosity in Rac- 
coon Mountain.

A line 
dropped down reveals that the 
chamber, of which this entrance is 
in the roof or ceiling, is over one hun- 
dred feet deep, and, from the echoes, 
it must be very large. The only wav 
to enter it would be to bo let down 
with u rope or a long extension lad- 
der, there being no passageway us 
yet discovered. The people in the 
neighborhood suppose it to he 
haunted on account of the sounds 
issuing from it, und there is an In- 
dian legend that a race preceding 
their tribes were shut up there by 
the Great Spirit, who had become 
augry with them. The formation is 
not unlike that of the country ad- 
jacent to the Mammoth cave in Ken- 
tucky, and the one I speak of is un- 
doubtedly larger than that."- ; -Globe- 
Democrat.

SPREAD BY DOGS. 

Startling Statistics from Franca Ra- 

garding Consumption. 

At the frotestant congress at 
Havre, held to study social questions 
in a practical inanuer, Dr. Gilbert, 
who is a consumptive" specialist, 
said thut druukurds are particularly 
subject to it. The subject of dogs 
as a means of propuguting consump- 
tion was ulso gone into. A report 
of Prof. Cadiot, of the veterinary 
school of Alfort, shows thut they 
must often be a vehicle for spreading 
It. He had long treated d<ufs suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis for cancer, but 
latterly tbe microscope showed him 
wlial the Olseuse was. Between the 
14th of last Murcli and the 7th of 
April eight dogs died at Alfort of 
tuberculosis. From October 1, 1HVI, 
to August 1. lM'.IM, he made forty 
post mortnms out of nine thousuml, 
and fouud in all the forty cases tuber- 
culoslk the cause of death. The dis- 
ease is very catching from a dog. It
